REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants argue that the unexpected results as presented in the affidavits filed September 12, 2008 is adequate to show the 
criticality of the claimed invention where the R1 groups is a branced alkyl including a main chain having at least 5 carbon atoms 
and three or more side chains having a total of at least three carbon atoms in all side chains. However, the examiner disagrees 
because the claims as written requires all the side chains contain at least three carbon. Therefore, the examiner has a 
reasonable basis that comparative data do not contain an example that represent the invention as claimed. Contrary to 
applicants' belief, claim 1 as written do not require the sum of all the carbon of all the side chains to be at least three. In view of 
the reasons set forth above, the comparative data filed are not commensurate to the scope of the claimed invention. Therefore, 
claims 1,9-19 stand rejected for the reasons adequately set forth from the final office action of November 1 8, 2008.
